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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Group I, claims 1-37 and 75-1 1 1, drawn to a compound/ pharmaceutical composition of 
formula 1, is for example classified in class 514, subclass 18. 

Group II, claims 38-74, drawn to a method of slowing the progression of a disease state 
characterized by the deposition of AB peptide in a mammal, is for example classified in class 
435, subclass 7.6. 

This application also contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species 
of the claimed invention: claims 1-37 and 75-1 1 1 have various distinct species of the following- 
A, B, Rl, R2, R3, and R4. Select one species from each group instantly claimed. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions of group I and group II are related as product and process of use. The
